TRAFFIC CONGESTION. 

OPINION OF ATTORNEY ASKED. 

Not until the City Attorney shall 
have reported on municipal owner- 
ship or on leasing a city-built railway 
line to the Pacific Electric Railway 
will the Bion J. Arnold plan for re- 
lieving the congestion of trame on 
Main street be taken up by the City 
Council. The Finance Committee

“Some months ago this Council in- 
Structed Bion J. Arnold to make a 
study and report on the transporta- 
tion problems of Los Angeles, August 
14 he forwarded that portion of this 
report pertaining to the congestion on 
Main street to the Committee on Muni- 
pal Railway. A copy of this re- 
port was filed by them with the Coun- 
ch on the 3rd inst. 

“This report calls attention to the 
intolerable condition existing on Main 
street and suggests that a road be 
built on San Pedro street from Aliso 
street south to Sixth, which would al- 
low a portion of the traffic to be di- 
verted from the Sixth-street terminal 
of the Pacific Bjeetric Railway and 
thus relieve the congestion on Main 
strect. Me concludes his report as 
follows: 

There are apparently two finan- 
clal and franchise plans by means of 
which these proposed tracks on San 
Pedro street could be built. One plan 
which might be called the “immediate 
municipal ownership plan” would be 
for the city to construct 
with its own funds as part of the pro- 
posed municipal railroad and enter 
into an agreement with the Pacific 
Electric Company for the use of these 
tracks on a rental basis. The other 
plan which may be termed the “witi- 
mate municipal ownership plan“ would 
be for the Pacific Electric Company 
to build the tracks under an agree- 
meg that the city is to have the right

Ile fought 
at San Juan Hill and at Siboney, 
later volunteering as a nurse for the 
yellow fever hospital near the latter 
place. Of the fifty colored men who 
served as volunteer nurses thefe was 
but four came out alive.

ACT BARRED. 


ODD DISCOVERY TOUCHING THE 
CHINESE EXCLUSION. ° 


Federal Officials Find that Their 
Authority to Deport Celestials Is 
Due to Failure of China to Ratify 
Long-Ago Treaty Making the Race 
Equal to Others. 


Something of a stir was created in 
“the Federal building Saturday, when 
the statement was made by Wallace 
Widaman, attorney for Yee Ah Shin, 
that the treaty between the United 
States and China would not allow the 
deportation of his client. He quoted 
section 5 of the document, ratified 
in 1894, to the effect that all subjects 
of China should have the same pro- 
tection both as to person and prop- 
erty as was enjoyed by the subjects 
of the most favored nation and al- 
leged that, as the treaty was in force, 
it abrogated the Chinese exclusion act 
that has been in force since 1881. 

The statement startled Commission- 
er Williams, who admitted that he 
had never heard the point raised be- 
fore. Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Cryer, who is new in 
the job of sending Chinese back home, 
admitted that he was not in a posi- 
tion to say that the issue raised by the 
attorney had ever been passed upon 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. An agreement was then made 
that the demurrer to the complaint 
against Yee Ah Shin should be Med 
immediately and argued tomorrow. 

The contention was a novel one and

ONTIUS PILATE REVIEWED. 

Mayor Gaynor of New York has broken 
out in a new place. Dissatisfied with his 
record as a justice of the Supreme Court, 
much dissatisfied with his career as Mayor— 
which was nearly terminated by the bullet 
of an assassin—and very much dissatisfied 
with the fading of his chances as a candi- 
date for the Democratic Presidential nom- 
ination, Mayor Gaynor has written a book 
which, whatever its literary merits or de- 
merits, will not commend him to the affec- 
tionate regard of the Christian world. 

Mayor Gaynor reviews the trial of Jesus 
and affirms the judgment of Judge Pontius 
Pilate as sound in law and as the only de- 
cision that Judge Pilate could have ren- 
dered without violating his oath of office. 

Mayor Gaynor insists that Jesus was not 
the victim of a mob, but that He was tried 
and condemned in a court of law; that the 
trial was fair; that the arrest was lawful; 
that the charge was a crime in law; that the 
court was duly constituted; that it had ju- 
Tisdiction; that the evidence supported the 
verdict; that the sentence was legal; that 
the defendant was not denied any lawful 
right, and that the Appellate Court ought 
not to have reversed the verdict if the great 
Prisoner at the bar had taken an appeal. 

Since Ignatius Donnelly published his book 


to prove that Bacon wrote Shakespeares 


plays there has been no literary antic quite 
equal to that of Judge Gaynor'’s. Story, the 
sculptor, once wrote a poem to prove that 
Judas Iscariot was the only disciple who 
really believed in the divinity of Jesus; 
that he thought the Savior would anni- 
hilate with a wave of his hand the Roman 
soldiers who attempted to arrest him and so 
demonstrate bis Divine power, and that his 
act was not conceived in treachery to his 
master, but in order to exalt him. Ruskin 
takes the same view of the betrayal as 
Story. He claims that Judas was a thrifty 
fellow who was in sore need of cash; that 
he intended to beat the Romans out of $30, 
which was equal to six months’ board in 
those days; tnat after the soldiers should be 
slain by a glance from the eye of the Savior 
Judas intended to divide the silver with 
him, and when he found what he had done 
he expressed his remorse by hanging him- 
self. 

The late David Swing preached a sermon 
to demonstrate that the only crime of Judas 
was ignor@nce, and that if he had known 
better he would have done better. 

During the recent canvas a rabbi who 
was an advocate of the suffrage amendment 
gravely asserted that before Moses promul- 
gated the ten messages of the thunder which 
he received on Sinai he submitted them to 
a caucus of Jewish matrons for approval. 

Probably the next literary brochure will

pP ROSPERITY WITHOUT BUSINESS? 
For some years there has been in Los 
Angeles a conflict between the business man 
and the householder. No one will question 
the propriety of having well-defined zones 
within which certain classes of busihess 
shall not be carried on. A dairy, pig ranch 
or even chicken ranch, a stable, a big laun- 


_| ary or other establishment is out of place in 


a section where the homes of the people pre- 
dominate almost to the exclusion of busi- 
ness. These establishments would be not

ace to the health of the inhabitants. 

On the other hand, it will be detrimental 
to our interests if the rights of the business 
man are not recognized, or if too narrow 
restrictions are put upon business. In other 


words, while we may jealously guard the 


appearance as well as the health of our res- 
dence sections, we must not be too fastid- 
fous. We must also recognize acquired or 
“vested rights.” 

We are aware that the use of the word 
quoted at the end of the last sentence may 
be offensive in the eyes of our people of very 
advanced ideas. But there are wisdom and 


righ. philosophy as well as fundamental 


righteousness in that provision of our gov- 
ernment which forbids the passing of ex post- 


facto laws. 


If a business has been once established 
in a certain district this constitutional pro- 
vision will protect it there unless it can be 
proved to be a “nuisance.” Now this word 
cannot be stretched so as to include a mere 
fleck upon the artistic appearance of the 
neighborhood. A nuisance is something that 
is a menace to the health of the neighbor- 
hood, or something about which there is 
some feature that makes life there either 
very hard or impossible. For example, the 
noise of a boller factory run at night would

Woman su , as an issue, has crossed the 
great divide. May the spirit of womanhood 
rise from the ashes of its funeral pyre into 
a glorious realizgtion of everything of good 
hoped for from 
the adoption of the measure! 

I have conscientiously | 
opposed woman suffrage. * 
believed, and am still of | opinion, that 
woman's true development is not dependent 
upon political power. 1 have shrunk from 
the vision of woman entangled in the mesh 
ot political intrigue. I have foreseen the 
pitfalls she was digging for her own unwary 
feet. I have sought to impede her emer- 
gence info public life as tending away from 
centralization in the home. I have deplored 
the perverseness of womahkind playing at 
beink men. But no one has a corner on 
Truth; I can only trust that my fears may 


de discounted by the act alities of future 


accomplishment. 

The expediency of womah suffrage under 
discussion is a very different matter from 
woman suffrage an accomplished fact. Now 
that the enfranchisement of women has been 
declared to be the will of the majority in 
our State it is up to the women to make 
zood. 


You will note that I do not place the 
‘responsibility upon the suffi ts alone; it 
is for all the women of California to deter- 
mine to what splendor of attainmenjs or to 
what ignominy of failure the admission of 
women into political life shall lead. 

The burden of suffrage has been volun- 
tarily assumed—hy insistent demand upon 
the part of some, but just as definitely by 
the far larger class through inertia and si- 
lent assent. It has now become the duty of 
every good woman. entirely aside from per- 
sonal differences and beliefs, to unite in 
whole-hearted: comradeship upon the work 
of injecting a higher idealism into the arte- 
ries of public opinion, thus securing a finer 
adjustment and more equitable relation be- 
tween the masses and the classes. This is 
what woman suffrage means, if it shall stand 
for anything of importance 1 the universal 


plan of life. 
No honest, conscien , truth-loving 
woman can now afford to sleep on her job. 


However reluctant she may have been to 
assume new burdens, however loath to in- 
vade a domain hitherto ocqupied by men 
alone, however difficult may become the way 
marked out for her by the men of her State, 
no good woman may now shrink from trav- 
eling the path upon which ber feet are set. 

The influence of pure womanhood at the 
polls must lift the mass of evil festering in 
the underworld; and only the highest 
courage and most united effort can the drag- 
Sing weight be evenly sustained. It is vital 
to the life of representative government in 
our State that the individual, vote of every 
true woman of California shall contribute its 
leverage to the lifting power of the entire 
woman vote. Loyalty to one’s State, loyalty 
to womanhood. loyalty to 's own under- 
standing of duty demands no less jribute of 
service. |

Of course, in times past we have had 
a good many tariff bills. We had the 
Merrill tariff bill, after the war, we 
had the McKinley tariff bill in 1900; 
the Gorman-Wilson bill in 1894 or 
1895; the Dingley bill in 1897; the 
Payne bill two years ago. They were 
all made on the same system. They 
summoned the manufacturers and 
they summoned the importers, and 
they cross-examined them as to their 
opinion as to what was needed in a 
tariff. The witnesses were all gener- 


ally prejudiced. When I say preju- 
diced, I mean they were. honest. but 
they were looking at it from the 
standpoint of their own business. 

The gentlemen engaged in the cross- 
examination were party members and 
the result was not necessarily accu- 
rately and judicially ascertained. I do 
not mean to say that the members of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House, and of the Finance Com- 
mitte of the Senate, had not a great 
familiarity with tariffs. They knew 
the character of the laws that ought 
to be passed. ‘They knew where holes 
could be made in the tariff and they 
provided to prevent them. They pro- 
ceeded generally on the principle—at 
least the protection bills did—that pro- 
tection ought to be extended in pro- | 
portion to the manual labor or the 
skilled labor involved in the produc- 
tion of the various articles of merchan- 
dise. If you take the metal schedule, 
they began with the articles which had 
the least labor on them, and went on 
and imposed the highest duty on the 
most valuable, the thing which had 
the most skilled labor in it. 

It is said that there are gentle- 
men who are better fitted to make a 
tariff bill than these men on the Tariff. 
Board. These men are not to make 
a tariff bill, they are not tariff ex- 
perts; they are appointed for the 
purpose of making investigations into 
several facts. On each one of the 
articles concerned they are to find 
the difference in the cost of produc-
